SKY-TRUCKS ON THE WAY 
KY-TRUCKS are due for use in this

The glider system is being developed 
rapidly that almost before one studies 
fis present capabilities to understand 
them, an entirely new system has been 
wolved and is working perfectly.

Pensions for Regular Widows 

President Roosevelt this week signed 
H. R. 1030 providing increases of pensions 
payable to dependents of veterans of the 
Regular establishment. 

The new law increases the rates of 
pension payable to widows, children and 
dependent parents of veterans of the 
Regular Establishment who die or have 
died of disease or injury incurred in ser- 
vice in line of duty other than during a 
period of war. 


It was estimated that the bill would 
provide increased pensions for the de 
pendents of approximately 10,455 vet 


erans, at an actual first year cost of ap 
proximately $1,419,600. 

The new rates provide that a widow 
under fifty years of age shall receive -30 
a month, instead of $22, as formerly: a 
widow over fifty will receive $35 a month, 
whereas formerly they got $26 up to age 
65 and $30 beyond 65. The new bill pro 
vides $8 additional for a widow with one 
child up to ten years of age, increased to 
$11 from age ten (with 36 for each addi 
tional child up to ten years of age, in 
creased to $10 from age ten) (subject 
to apportionment regulations). In cases 
where there is no widow but one child, 
$15 is given; no widow but two children, 
$25: no widow but three children, $35, 
with $6 for each additional child. A de 
pendent father or mother is to receive 
$30 a month (or both) $20 each.

Transportation of Dependents 


Beginning 1 Sept. 1942, and for the 
duration of the war, dependents and 
household effects of Army personnel and 
civillan employees of the War Depart- 
ment will be moved at government ex 
pense only once, the War Department an 
nounced this week. 

This decision was reached, officials 
said, because the necessity of frequent 
transfer of Army arr civilian personnel 
in the tremendously expanded military 
establishment threw an intolerable bur 
den upon the transportation system. 

It was pointed out that the man-hours 
of effort required to move household goods 
und dependents must be directed to more 
useful ends, 

Previously, dependents and household 
voods of authorized Army and civilian 
personnel had been moved at government 
expense upon each permanent change of 
station. 

The new regulation will not deprive 
authorized personnel of government aid 
if they are required to move in a mass 
evacuation of a specified area after their 
dependents and household goods have 
been moved once at government expense, 

Nor will the regulation affect person 


nel who are retired, discharged or re 
lieved from active duty 
Shipment of authorized baggage of 


Army and civilian personnel also will be | 
provided as in the past. 





Would Limit Benefits 


From Physical Waivers 


The Navy Department this week asked 
Congress to enact legislation which would 
strictly limit retirement benefits to all 
reserve officers of the Navy and Marine 
Corps who have, or may in the future, 
be appointed or given active duty sub 
ject to a waiver on physical defects. 

The Department made this request in 
reporting on a bill HLLR. 6839 introduced 
by Representative Maas, Colonel Maas’ 
bill was designed to permit appointment 
in the Naval and Marine Corps Reserve 
of persons with physical disabilities pro- 
vided that no retirement benefits would 
necrue from causes arising from such dis 
abilities. 

The Department gave the bills its en 
dorsement provided that the waiver of 
benefits would be made to apply to all 
those who have een placed on active 
duty after having defects waived. 

In a letter to Representative Vinson, 
chairman of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, the Department stated: 

“The purpose of the proposed legisla 
tion is to authorize the appointment in 
the Naval and Marine Corps Reserve of 
pervons Who are otherwise qualified but 
who have physical defects which will 
not interfere with the performance of 
duties to which they are assigned, and 
to permit those already tn the Naval and 
Marine Corps Reserve who have such de 
fects to be ordered to active duty. It also 
provides that such persons shall not be 
eligible for retirement benefits on ac 
count of the disability with which they 
ure suffering at the time of appointment 
or for any aggravation thereof, but will 
not prevent retirement for any other dis 
ability which is incident to the service. 

“Existing law permits the appointment 
in the Naval Reserve of persons who have 
physical defects which will not interfere 
with the performance of general or spe- 
cial duties to which they may be assigned. 
Under such law the Navy Department 
reserves to itself the right to decide on 
the cases to be waived. 

“The Navy Department recognizes the 
merits of the provision in the bill ALR. 
6839 with respect to the prohibition 
against retirement benefits. Such a pro 
vision would enable the Navy Depart 
ment to grant waivers in those cases 
where there exists doubt as to the candl- 
dates physical disquaiifications without 
subjecting the government to the obliga 
tion of retiring an officer who at the time 
of appointment Is recognized to be a haz 
ardous risk with reference to retirement 
benefits. 

“It is considered that similar restric 
tions should be applied in those instances 
where waivers have already been granted. 
Accordingly, it is recommended that the 
proviso in the bill ILR. 6839 be amended 
to read as follows: 

“*Provided that any officer of the 
Naval Reserve or the Marine Corps Re 
serve who has heretofore been ordered to 
active duty upon waiver of physical dis 
ability or any such officer hereafter. ap 
pointed or ordered to active duty upon 
waiver of physical disability shall not 
be eligible for retirement benefits by rea 
son of the disability with which he wus

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Editors Discuss Situation in Aleutians Amid Scarcity of Details 


Island is not a morning gambol in the fog, that it means danger to this country ang 


HAT is going on in the Aleutians? Are the Japanese being repulsed? How 
large an enemy force is concentrated there? These are the questions which 
have yet to be answered to an impatient public. While their readers thus awaited 
more news from the fog-bound islands, editors could only speculate on the activity 
in the Aleutians and inform only in the broadest of terms concerning the importance 
of the invasion. Interfused in this comment was their reaction to a unified command 


created in this war theatre. 


The Mobile, Ala., Register says: “There is no present fear that the enemy can 
use these barren islands as a springboard for attacks on the United States, but it 
is obvious that the Japs are seeing to that we cannot use them as a route to Japan 
after she strikes at Russia through Mongolia or Manchukuo, This certainly should 
be reason enough for America to do more than harrass, as we now appear to be doing 
with submarines and bombers, enemy landings on the islands. The army and navy 
may have reason to believe, of course, that the Aleutian activity is designed to divert 
American attention from other parts of the Pacific. This may have been the original 
purpose,” comments the Register, “but judging from the number of Nipponese ships 
in the Aleutians, Tokyo is apparently following up its initial advantages with major 
preparations of the islands as defense bases.” 

The Lynchburg, Va., News says: “When we read that one, two or three Japanese 
destroyers have been sunk in and around the Aleutian Islands, and then more, our 
rejoicing is chilled by the reflection that if that many destroyers have been sunk there 
were more destroyers there, and some still are. Ditto cruisers and other warships.” 

“Representative Dimond of Alaska,” the Springfield, Ill, Journal says, “has been 
trying to convince Congress and the country that the Jap invasion of the Aleutian 


that the enemy’s infiltration is much greater than this country has been allowed ty 
know. It does not require a strategist to understand the situation or the intention of 
the Japs in seizing these bleak rocks. One purpose is to thwart our use of Siberian 
bases for bombing of Japanese cities when the Japs decide to attack Russia from that 
side. Another purpose is to have bases from which to threaten Pacific coast cities 
Canada, and the United States.” 

The Christian Science Monitor says: “Without jumping to any alarming assump. 
tions about an invasion of the United States, one can conclude that the Aleutians are 
no sideshow.” Says the Shreveport, La., T'imes: “There is an underlying implication 
throughout Mr. Keith Wheeler’s (only reporter in the Aleutians) account of activities 
there that this nation may soon find itself facing a ‘second front’ of its own.” Adds the 
Chicago, Ill, T'imes: “Like the Nazis, the Japs seem willing to take punishment, jf 
thereby they can purchase a foothold for another forward thrust. Current develop 
ments in New Guinea prove it, as well as their doggedness in the Aleutians.” 

This then of the purpose and scope. What of the methods to oust the enemy from 
his new-found lair? The Boston, Mass., American holds that “the only sure way t 
prevent their trying for a foothold in Alaska is to blast, bomb and hurl every last one 


of them back into the 


already tolerated too much.” ; 
The Watertown, N. Y., Times says: “It is now clear to most Americans that the 


Japanese must be ousted from these stepping stones to the American continent. It js 
clear, too, that the enemy cannot be removed by mere bombing operations. We must 
land men, guns, and tanks. The Japs must be thrown bodily from the Aleutians,” 





U. S. Planes Prove Value 


How it feels to have one’s plane almost 
completely shot away and still make 
home port in the battered fighter was 
told newspaper men at Under Secretary 
of War Patterson’s press conference on 
6 August by Tech. Sgt. Robert L. Golay, 
Fredonia, Kans., who was in the first 
mass formation of American planes to 
attack the Germans over the Netherlands 
on 4 July. 

Others in the plane were Capt. (now 
major) Charles ©. Kegelman, 2nd Lt. 
Randall M. Dorton, jr., and Sgt. Bennie 
B. Gunningham. 


He said Lt. Gen. Dwight D. Bisen- 
hower, AF-USA, talked to them the night 
before and rightly said they were going 
to be in some air fighting. On their way 
to the Netherlands, they passed over some 
small boats which tipped the Germans 
off that they were coming. 


“We were about three miles from the 
German airfield when they opened up on 
us with 30 mm, guns,” he said. 

“I was lying on my stomach, handling 
the lower flexible machine guns. We were 
just over the airdrome and there were 
tracer bullets flying at us from every di- 
rection, getting nearer all the time, when 
I saw our starboard propeller come sail- 
ing past. It had been shot off and the 
starboard engine nacelle and wing had 
caught fire.” 

Things happened so rapidly, explained 
Sergeant Golay, that no accurate time 
sequence could be kept in mind. But his 
crew had already dropped a bomb in the 
middle of the gun emplacements and had 
seen one of the American planes crash to 
earth under fire. Then his plane dipped 
and struck the ground, but Captain Keg- 
elman gave his engines the gas on its 
rebound and the plane was pulled up into 
the air. ‘ 


With their forward guns they knocked 
out a flak tower firing at them, and after 
getting two gun batteries they beat it for 
the Channel and back to England. 

He was loud in his praise of the flying 
twin-engine A-20 bombers the Americans 
used and told the newswriters these 
planes are wonders and that both the 
ce and British airmen swear by 
them. 


18 Men on Thrilling Odessy 


An escape of two officers and 16 men 
from Japanese bombers at Manila and 
flight of one month in a motor launch 
through 2,000 miles to Australia is the 
Saga recounted by Lt. Comdr. John H. 
Morrill, USN, Waverly, Va., in reports to 
the Navy Department. 

Their story starts with a race along 
the beach of Caballo Island in Manila 
Bay on the night of 6 May 1942; their 
succeeding in reaching a 36-foot motor 
launch ; their setting out to reach a little 
cover five miles away, which was a refuge 
from Japanese bombs and machine gun 
bullets. Then, on 6 June 1942, just one 








month later, the same officers and men 
stood proudly erect in the same little 
launch that had just been docked at Dar- 
win, Australia, leaving behind them 2,000 
miles of death, destruction, hazard, hard- 
ship. 

They had been on the USS Quail, a 
minesweeper that was ordered scuttled in 
the bay when defenses of the Americans 
proved ineffective. Under command of 
Lieutenant Commander Morrill, who pre- 
viously had won the Navy Cross for 
heroic and distinguished service during 
the bombing of Cavite Navy Yard, this 
group sought safety in flight so imperiled 
that no less than 55 Japanese warcraft 
passed within gun range but never saw 
these American sailors.

Plane Crew Saved From Ice 


A thrilling experience in life-saving has 
just been experienced by Lt. A. Y. Paru- 
nak, USN, Pitman, N. J., who rescued 
an Army Flying Fortress crew of 13 from 
Greenland’s barren Ice Cap—a vast bar- 
ren land crossed by 10,000-foot mountains 
of snow. The crew wirelessed it was down. 
The Cap was so icy that no plane ever 
had been flown from its snowy surface. 

So, for an entire week, the crew rested 
on those crevices while daily Parunak 
made survey flights. Then a “miracle” 
came to pass—a “dimple” on the ice caps 
12 miles from the Fortress was filling 
with water running off the icy slopes that 
cupped it. From the deep blue color of 
the water, its depth was estimated as 
sufficient for a PBY like Parunak’s to 
land. He tested and found the water line 
1.8 miles long, sufficient for a takeoff. 
After being buffeted around by the 
weather for two days, Parunak made two 
trips for most of the crew and then, days 
later, rescued the last survivors.

Mobile Repair Units 

A principal feature of the training here 
has been the development of mobile units 
in many of the repair and maintenance 
activities. Among these have been the mo 
bile shoe repair shop, mobile textile and 
clothing units, mobile sterilization and 
bath unit, mobile refrigeration unit, and 
the mobile bakery units. From the ma 
chine shops have come thousands of motor 
repair and maintenance men, who ure 
now serving wherever the Quartermaster 
Corps serves. 

Greatest emphasis in the training of 
truck drivers and mechanics during the 
past year and a half has been laid on 
convoy work, the delivery system first in- 
augurated by the American Quartermas 
ter Corps during the World War and since 
copied by European nations. Training 
trips combined with actual delivery of 
supplies have been made to such distant 
points as the Brooklyn Army Base with 
out even a single minor accident, When 
the Quartermaster School was trans 
ferred from Philadelphia’s Schuylkill Ar | 
senal to Camp Lee, convoy crews trans: | 
ferred more than 400 tons of equipment | 
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in round trips without any injury or 
any accident, 

With most of the crew consisting of 
trainees, soldier-technicians man Camp 
Lee’s giant shoe repair shop. This shop 
repairs shoes from several Virginia Army 
posts. The men who gain shoe repair ex- 
perience here may some day be the vital 
element on a battle-front, where provid. 
ing front line fighters with good foot-gear 
may mean the difference between victory 
and defeat. 

The many other technical schools of the 
Replacement Center deserve the highest 
praise for their training of men who are 
gaining that special knowledge necessary 
to operate supply lines in this age of me- 
chanical warfare. There is the refrigera- 
tion school, where soldiers learn care of 
perishables; the warehousing school, 
where the trainees learn efficient and 
speedy accumulation and distribution of 
supplies ; clerks school, where the all-im- 
portant paper work, without which man- 
ual work would be futile, is taught; the 
electricians school, where men gain 
knowledge which can be vital in restor- 
ing damaged military facilities ; and many 
other schools which produce operatives 
trained for 1942 technical operations.

Accordingly, un- 
der direction of Col. DeWitt C. Smith, 
jr., Director of Basie Military Training 
at the Center, Quartermaster trainees 
have for a year and a half received train- 
ing similar to that given Infantry train 
COS, 

Company spirit has been demonstrated 
consistently on the 100 point rifle range, 
as units have vied for trophies furnished 
by Replacement Center tleadquarters and 
by regimental and battalion units. To 
quote one company commander whose 
unit made the highest score for the pres- 
ent training period, “I have always 
stressed to the men that they are Quar 
termaster soldiers, that the supplies they 
will curry will be coveted by the enemy, 
that the men must expect attack by para- 
chute troops of swift mechanized units 
at any time, and that their rifles may be 
their only salvation.” 

To augment the strictly basic military 
training, realistic gas maneuvers have 
been held as part of the Replacement 
Center training program. Surprise night 
attacks have been made on men either 
marching along roads screened by woods 
or on soldiers in bivouac. The mixture of 
tear gus and heavy smoke has proved con 
Vincing regarding utility of a gas mask, 

One factor which I have observed since 
assuming command of the Quartermas 
ter Replacement Training Center is the 
realization by the men of the general 
reasons why we are fighting and the par 
ticular reasons behind the organization 
and application of the training program 
at this Center. I predict that when the 
wir is won, the already fine record of the 
Quartermaster Corps will be augmented 
by accomplishments of men trained in 
this Center,

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Under Secretary Discusses 
Progress 


Under Secretary of War Robert B. 
Patterson went carefully over the war 
plans of the United States during the 
past two years in an interview at his 
office on 31 July 1942—the second anni- 
versary of his joining the Department. 

“Our production program is still going 
through its period of expansion,” said 
Judge Patterson. “Any well-planned pro- 
gram consists of the following: 

“(1) Planning, with engineering, de- 
signing, and determining the quantities 
needed as the three principal points to 
be considered. 

“(2) Procuring, which carries out the 
expansion program. This is a large and 
formidable one for us, concerned with 
such items as cost, requirements, deficits 
and prospective shortages. 

“(3) The placing of orders by letters 
of intent, which authorizes manufac- 
turers to go ahead in ordering equipment 
and procuring labor, but containing in- 
demnity clauses covering these items in 
case curtailment of the order is neces- 
sitated by the manufacturer not com- 
pleting the order, This is mainly what 
we have been doing for the past two 
years. 

“(4) Then comes the entering into the 
final contract. 

“(5) This is followed by production, 
inspection and acceptance. 

“(6) Then comes the distribution of 
the materiel to the armies in the field 
as equipment or replacement. 

“Thus we have had continuous prob- 
lems all the time. 

“Two years ago our country faced a 
tremendous problem. We had no Selec 
tive Service. We were spending at the 
rate of less than $1,000,000,000 a year on 
Army preparedness. We had made no 
dent in converting American industry in- 
to the manufacturing instruments of war. 

“Where we once were spending $667,- 
000,000 for the Army in the fiscal year 
of 1940, we spent more than $2,000,000,- 
000 in the one month of June in 1942. 

“Where we once had industry turning 
out private automobiles, washing ma- 
chines and other civil comforts, we now 
have one of the greatest war industries 
supplying airplanes, tanks and guns in 
ever increasing quantities. 

“Where we had an Army of 270,000, 
we now have 10 times as many. 

“All credit should go to management 
and labor in the ‘battle of production.’ 
They have won the first phase of that 
battle, but only the first phase. On the 
basis of their record today, I am confi- 
dent that industry will produce addition- 
al planes, tanks and guns essential to 
shifting our military strategy to the of- 
fensive. But we must not be complacent. 

“We now have shortages in raw ma- 
terial which are checking production. To 
offset these shortages there must be a 
vastly tightening of civilian economy. 
More raw materials must be made avail- 
able to the Army and the Navy and less 
for the comforts and conveniences of civil 
life. 

“Tam sure that American industry will 
use these raw materials with the same 
ingenuity that made possible the mass 
conversion of peacetime factories to the 
manufacture of war materiels. 

“Some people speak of the Army as 
something apart, when the truth is that 
our Army is a citizen Army, made up of 
all sorts of people from all walks of life 
-—people chosen by law, according to 
their age, physical condition and capa- 
bilities. Their lot is the hardest, their 
trials and tribulations the greatest. 

“But our Army cannot succeed with- 
out the total support of the folks back 
home. There must be increased partici- 
pation by everyone if our military forces 
are to be supplied with the quantity and 
quality of equipment necessary to de- 
stroy our enemies. 

“T can tell you that small arms are, 
in a large measure, the same that we had 
except that we have a new carbine to re- 
place the pistol. It will be carried by 
sergeants and line officers up to the rank 
of major, This is the first time in the

“And speaking of airplanes, I can say 
that production in large quantities of the 
18-24 (Consolidated), which is the Liber- 
ator, and the P-47 (Republic), which is 
the Thunderbolt, have now been stepped 
up and these machines are being pro- 
duced by other companies besides those 
that hold the patents.

“But production, as a rule, is de- 
pendent on (1) machine tools and (2) 
raw materials. Without these one gets 
nowhere. 


“One of the very best ways to save 
rubber for war production, for instance, 
is to save gas in pleasure driving. In the 
East, recently, the consumption of rub- 
ber has been reduced 50 per cent by gas- 
oline rationing. 

“Other necessities must follow’ suit. 
The more people learn that they can 
help win this war—that it is America’s 
war and not that of any group—the 
quicker we will reach a situation where 
every American must fall to and do his 
utmost, all the time.” 





To Receive Roosevelt Medals 


Secretary of War Henry L. Stimson, 
Booth Tarkington, American novelist, 
und Dr. Rufus M. Jones, founder of the 
American Friends’ Service Committee, 
were designated this week to receive the 
Theodore Roosevelt Distinguished Service 
Medals for 1942. 

Established in 1923, the awards are 
given annually to persons who are out- 
standing in fields of endeavor associated 
with the life of Theodore Roosevelt. 
Presentations will be made on 27 Oct. in 


New York, according to Mr. James R. 
Garfield, president of the Roosevelt 
Memorial Association. 

Mr. Garfield said that award would 


honor 35 years of public service by Sec- 
retary Stimson whose achievements in 
the past two years “ranks him with 
ablest Secretaries of War in American 
history.” 


7,000 3-A Officers in Army 


On 20 July, 7,000 volunteer officer can- 
didates had been inducted into the ser- 
vice, according to announcement by 
the War Department. These men are 3-A 
Selective Service Registrants, deferred 
for dependency only, who sought induc- 
tion to compete in officer candidate 
schools. This volunteer program was set 
up in March, 1942, and quotas were as- 
signed each of the nine service commands 
with an overall monthly quota of 1,500. 
In May this quota was doubled. 

Volunteer candidates are accepted for 
induction if they meet the physical, men- 





tal, character and citizenship require- 
ments and if they are considered to 


possess the requisite qualities of leader- 
ship. After induction no special consider- 
ation is given to these individuals. They 
compete for admission to schools with 
all other eligible members of the Army 
of the United States. 

Unlike other inductees under the Se- 
lective Training and Service Act, the 
volunteer officer candidate is permitted 
to choose his branch of service, Other 
inductees may express a preference as to 
the branch of service in which they wish 
to serve and all may express a choice as 
to the schools of the various arms and 
services and at least one alternate choice. 

Preliminary figures show that 30% of 
candidates inducted thus far choose the 
Infantry while 18% choose the Quarter- 
master Corps. Another 14% choose the 
Army Air Forces administrative service 
and 6% choose the Armored Force. 





Job Moratorium Continues 


The existing moratorium on positions 
in the War Department at $2,300 per an- 
num or less will be continued through 31 
Aug. 1942. A permanent plan for the con- 
trol of requests for additional civilian 
personnel will be announced prior to 31 
Aug. The existing programs for efficient 
utilization of present personnel will be 
intensified.

Increase Submarine Pay 

President Roosevelt this week signed 
into law legislation increasing pay of 
officers and men on submarine duty to 50 
per cent of their pay for rank and ser- 
vice—the same rates as provided for per- 
sonnel on aviation duty. 

The measure (H. R. 7140) which re- 
ceived speedy Congressional approval 
takes cognizance of the hazardous mis- 
sions being performed by our submarine 
units. In testimony on the bill, Rear Adm. 
Randall Jacobs, Chief of Naval Person- 
nel, stated that while the Navy was hav- 
ing no trouble securing men for sub- 
marine duty, “we don’t think they are 
getting a square deal compared with the 
air service.” 

Speaking on behalf of the bill, Chair- 
man Vinson, of the House Naval Affairs 
Committee, said: “These men are per- 
forming the most hazardous duty in the 
whole naval service and we think it is 
no more than fair and right that they be 
given an increased compensation com- 
mensurate with that of the men in the 
aviation service.” 

The increase in submarine pay for the 
fiscal year 1943 is estimated at $4,982,977. 


Unit Downs 54 Planes 

In what the Navy Department de- 
scribed as “the most decisive series of 
individual aircraft actions in the war to 
date,” a single Navy fighter squadron, 
in the Coral Sea and Midway Battles, 
shot down a total of 54 Japanese planes, 
plus 18 additional ships probably downed, 
while losing only four United States 
fighters, only two of which were shot 
down. This score was run up in four ac 
tions, three of them on the same day. 

In the Coral Sea Battle, this group, 
flying the Navy’s Grumman “Wildcats,” 
based on a United States carrier, shot 
down a total of 28 Japanese planes, Of 
these, 14 were “Zero” fighters. In the 
sume action, the squadron probably ac- 
counted for seven additional enemy 
planes. No Naval aircraft was shot down, 
though two planes ran out of gasoline 
and were lost at sea. 

In the Battle of Midway, the same 
Navy pilots, transferred to Fighting 
Squadron 8, under Lt. Comdr. John 8. 
Thach, USN, also flying Grumman “Wild- 
cats,” based on the Yorktown, engaged 
the enemy in three actions on 4 June. 

On the first occasion, six United States 
fighters, while escorting a torpedo squa- 
dron from the Yorktown, were attacked 
by 20 Japanese “Zeros.”’ The result of 
this action was eight Japanese fighters 
downed, with several more probably lost, 
us against the loss of only two United 
States planes, 

Later in the battle, when the Japanese 
were dive-bombing the Yorktown with 18 
dive-bombers, protected by 18 “Zeros,” 
fighter combat patrols from Squadron 3 
intercepted the attack and broke it up 
so successfully that only four enemy 
planes dropped bombs. 

In the squadron’s third action that day, 
another attack on the Yorktown by 18 
torpedo planes, escorted by 18 “Zeros,” 
was hit so hard that only five enemy 
planes broke through. 





Scrap War Trophies 

A Board of Navy Yard Officers has ree- 
ommended that guns used in the War of 
1812, Civil War and Spanish-American 
War, and now serving as decorative 
pieces at the Brooklyn Navy Yard be used 
for scrap. These guns weigh in excess of 
35 tons. 

Items recommended for preservation 
include the “Intelligent Whale,” an early 
unsuccessful experimental submarine; 
the Stockton gun, one of the first to fire 
explosive shells; and two bronze can- 
nons, taken from the Spanish at Cavite, 
I’. I., during the Spanish-American War. 





Lake Boat to Train Airmen 

The Great Lakes’ passenger vessel, 
Greater Buffalo, will be taken over by 
the Navy and converted into a training 
ship for aircraft carrier operations. She 
is said to be one of the largest fresh- 
water ships in existence. The work of 
conversion has already begun.

Paul P. Blackburn, USN-Ret., Personnel 
Officer of the Third Naval District, re- 
viewed the midshipmen, and made the 
presentation of the following awards:

Naval Casualties 

Casualties of the United States Naya 
forces between 11 and 25 July, 102 
totaled 272, including 27 dead, 47 wounded 
and 198 missing. This is the ninth lis 
issued by the Navy and, like its pr 
decessors, it shows the preponderant 
share of casualties resulted from dired 
action with the enemy. 

A recapitulation since 7 Dee. 14 
shows a grand total of 12,342 in the nin 
lists issued. The Navy lists 3,251 dead 
818 wounded, and 6,091 missing; the Ma 
rine Corps, 260 dead, 99 wounded, and 
1,786 missing; the Coast Guard, 30 dead 
and 7 missing.

By his daring conduct through four 
ponths of battling the Japanese in and 
ut Bataan and Corregidor, Lt. Comdr. 
Jonn D. Bulkeley, USN, was awarded the 
Congressional Medal of Honor on 4 Aug 
142, from the hands of President Roose- 
yeit. It was noteworthy that his citation 
was written while he was a lieutenant 
and made no mention of his work in safe- 
ly piloting the motor torpedo boat that 
arried General Douglas MacArthur to 
gfety from Corregidor. This citation, 
read at a White House ceremony, stated : 
“por extraordinary heroism, distinguished 
grvice and conspicuous gallantry above and 
peyond the eall of duty, as commander of 
yotor Torpedo Boat Squadron Three, in 
Philippine waters during the period, 7 Dec. 

M1 to 10 April 1942, 

“The remarkable achievement of Lieuten- 
ant Bulkley’s command in damaging or de- 
sroying a notable number of Japanese 
enemy planes, surface combatant and mer- 
cant ships, and in dispersing landing 
parties and land-based enemy forces du.ing 
the four months and eight days of opera- 
tion, without benefit of repairs, overhaul 
or maintenance facilities for his squadron, is 
believed to be without precedent in this 
type of warfare, 

“His dynamic forcefulness and daring in 
offensive action, his brilliantly planned and 
skillfully executed attacks, supplemented by 
4 uvique resourcefulness and = ingenuity 
characterized him as an outstanding leader 
of men and a gallant and intrepid seaman. 
These qualities, coupled with a complete 
disregard for his own personal safety, re- 
fect great credit upon him and the naval 
service.” 

Vice Adm. Frank Jack Fletcher, USN, 
was awarded the DSM for successes of 
his Task Force. His citation reads: 

“For exceptionally meritorious service as 
Task Force Commander, United States 
Pacific Fleet. In that position of great re 
sponsibility he exercised command of his 
Task Force with marked skill and _ re- 
sourcefulness, as a result of which heavy 
losses were inflicted on the enemy in the 
Coral Sea in May, 1942, and again, off Mid- 
way Island in June, 1942." 

Twenty-one Naval aviators have been 
decorated and cited for their exploits in 
raids conducted against the Marshall Is- 
lands in February, 1942. Two received 
the DSM and 19 the new Air Medal. All 
these awards were made by Secretary of 
the Navy Knox in the name of the Presi- 
dent. Three of these aviators gave their 
lives to press home the attacks. Enemy 
shore installations; cargo, tanker, and 
auxiliary transport vessels; aircraft;

bar or other device may be awarded to be 
worn with the medal.”

1. Legislative assurance, now, that our land, sea, and air forces will be maintained at such 
strengths as may be determined by the War Department General Staff and the General Board 
of the Navy to be necessary to guard the nation and its interests against any enemy or combi- 
aation of enemies.

3. A long range study by the General Board of the Navy to the end that an equitable and 
just system of promotion for the line and staff of the Navy and Marine Corps be enacted into 
law.

ECOMMENDED by General Pershing, Congress passed and the President ap- 
R proved a couple of weeks ago, a bill conferring an extra grade upon distin- 
guished oflicers of World War I. Those to whom this additional recognition was given 
were Major Generals James G. Harbord and William Mason Wright, and Brigadier 
Generals Joseph C, Castner, Harley B. Ferguson, William P. Jackson, George H. 
Jamerson, Julian P. Lindsey, Paul A. Wolf, and William C. Davis. 

The mere mention of these names recalls the efficient und soldierly manner in 
which their bearers as part of the High Command, participated in the achievement 
of victory in 1918, It was expected that in execution of the law, the President would 
send nominations to the Senate, and that that Body would instantly confirm them. 
Thus the capstone was to have been placed upon the honor it was intended to convey, 
But it appears the War Department concluded to treat the promotions as ordinary 
routine matters, and so General Harbord and his co-sharers in this long delayed recog- 
nition received letters notifying them of their title to the higher ranks. Yet twenty- 
five years ago, these officers received country-wide acclaim for their efficient leader- 
ship, and the able way in which they handled untrained troops and made veterans 
of them in the operations against the skillfully led and powerful Armies of the Ger- 
man Reich. Take, for example, the Meuse-Argonne offensive, which opened on the 
morning of 26 September, 1918. That battle was the greatest and most prolonged 
in history. For the benefit of our English Press Allies, some of whom seem to have 
forgotten the facts of the prior World War, it was planned and executed 
under the sole direction of General Pershing. It was he who concentrated and con- 
trolled the employment of the 1,200,000 men who drove back the Germans thirty-two 
miles to the north, and fourteen miles to the northeast, before the Armistice terminated 
hostilities. It was a sustained achievement magnificent in conception and execution, 
which involved the piercing of a huge network of barbed wire, the crossing of deep 
ravines, and fighting through dense forests, the whole difficult terrain covered by 
heavy fog, and defended by an enemy Army which had held it in face of repeated 
French attacks, and believed it to be impregnable, In this tremendous offensive, all 
the officers promoted one grade by the law just enacted, played their part. So did 
General Marshall, the present Chief of Staff, who General Pershing complimented 
for having worked out ably the staff details of the movement of troops connected with 
the concentration, The leaders in the present struggle can well derive from General 
Pershing’s operations lessons to guide them in their offensive against the foes that 
must be conquered. As history is likely to repeat itself let us hope the leaders now 
will not wait a quarter of a century to get the recognition their deeds will justify, 
and when it shall be given to them that the Senate, rather than the War Department, 
will express it by confirmation of their nominations. 





HE Army, the Navy, and the Marine Corps joined this week with the citizenry 
te the nation in extending congratulations to the United States Coast Guard on its 
152nd anniversary. This busy service, which has so many important functions in 
peace time that must still be continued when it unites with other armed forces in 
war, has shown the world the fine mettle of which it is made, Our first naval capture 
of the current war came when the Coast Guard Cutter Northland surprised a Ger- 
man controlled radio station in Greenland, destroyed its gear and sent the attending 
ship Buskoe as a prize to Boston Harbor. Men and ships of the Coast Guard have 
seen action from the waters of Iceland, where the Cutter Alexander Hamilton was 
torpedoed, to the far Pacific where the Wakefield was bombed near Singapore. 
Additional duties which war has imposed upon the Coast Guard, include port security, 
beach patrol, anti-submarine patrol, and assisting in convoys. Even while fighting 
and convoying, this fine service yet keeps up its vital peace time duties: life saving, 
ice patrol, lighthouse operation, and enforcement of safety at sea and anti-smuggling 
laws. In connection with its latter duties there is the case of Coxswain John C. 
Cullen whose action led to the arrest of the five Nazi saboteurs landed on Long 
Island. When the emergency started, the Coast Guard was approximately 25,000 
strong, already it has reached four-fold that figure and probably will be 150,000 in 1943.

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Women’s Reserve, USNR 


The Women’s Reserve of the United 
States Naval Reserve has been formally 
started with the induction into office of 
Lt. Comdr. Mildred H. McAfee as its 
commander and her choice of Lt. Eliza- 
beth Reynard as Assistant Director. Miss 
McAfee is on leave from the presidency 
of Wellesley College, Mass., and Miss 
Reynard from the professorship of Eng- 
lish at Barnard College, Columbia Uni- 
versity in New York City. They will soon 
set up their first training course at Smith 
College, Northampton, Mass. 

Known as the WAVES, this organiza- 
tion of women will relieve men for sterner 
war duties. There is no limit to its en- 
roliment, though the figure of 11,000 has 
been set by Miss McAfee. This is only 
temporary, however. 

Miss McAfee was sworn into office on 
3 August by Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox before a group of officials including 
Adm, Ernest J, King, Commander in Chief 
of the United States Fleet and Chief of 
Naval Operations, and Rear Adm. Ran- 
dall Jacobs, Chief of the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel. 

Then she was the center of news-writ- 
ers and photographers at an hour’s press 
conference, at which she answered most 
of the queries propounded. There were 
many interesting sidelights brought out 
in this question-and-answer hour, Miss 
McAfee is the daughter of a Presbyterian 
minister—the Rev. Dr. Cleland B. Mc- 
Afee, former secretary of the Presby- 
terian Board of Foreign Missions, once 
Moderator of the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church and former pro- 
fessor of Mental and Moral Philosophy 
at Park College, Parkville, Mo. Yet she 
candidly told her listeners that WAVES 
can have dates, can smoke and drink if 
they choose, can use lipstick if they wish 

but that they must perform real work 
and will be expected to be regular mem- 
bers of the Navy with uniform allow- 
ances, discipline and customs imposed ex- 
actly as on the men. 

Her charm and ease of manner and 
frankness completely captivated her audi- 
ence. 

Requirements that applicants must 
meet to qualify for officers and officer- 
candidates in the WAVES have been es- 
tablished. They will number about 1,000 
commissioned officers and 10,000 enlisted 
ratings. The same pay will be theirs as 
is earned by the male personnel they will 
supplant. They will not be eligible for 
retirement or pensions, but will be eligi- 
ble for the same benefits for death or 
injury as civil employees of the Govern- 
ment. Officers will be trained at Smith 
College starting in October, under the 
direction of a staff of teachers to be re- 
cruited by Capt. Herbert W. Underwood, 
USN-Ret., who will be commanding offi- 
cer of the school. 

Educational standards set by the Bu- 
reau of Naval Personnel require that all 
applicants for commissions or appoint- 
ment as officer-candidates have a degree 
from an accredited university or college, 
or, in lieu of a degree, that they have 
completed two years’ college work and 
have had two years’ professional or busi- 
ness experience. In addition, they must

have had not less than two years of 
mathematics in high school or college. 

She was asked why they insist so 
strongly on mathematics, and had to turn 
to one of the Navy officers present who 
said the mental training effected by 
mathematics is considered almost a re- 
quisite of Naval officers. 


A small group of officers will be named 
soon to serve in administrative positions 
in connection with the appointment and 
training of women reservists. Approxi- 
mately 300 others will be appointed in 
au probationary status, ordered to Reserve 
Midshipmen’s School for one month of 
indoctrination in military discipline, 
Naval customs and their usage, and then, 
if deemed to be officer material, will be 
commissioned and sent to technical billets 
or to special schools for technical instruc- 
tion. These two groups must meet the 
following requirements: Be a citizen of 
the United States, be not less than 21 
years of age and under 50 years of age, 
meet the required standards of physical 
and aptitude tests, have no children un- 
der 18 years of age, and be of good re- 
pute in the community. 

Those appointed to fill technical po- 
sitions, if unmarried at the time of their 
appointment, must agree not to marry 
prior to the completion of their indoctri- 
nation course and their training courses 
in technical schools, 

All others desiring to become officers 
must enroll in Class V-9 as officer-candi- 
dates and those in this group must meet 
the same requirements as the first two 
groups except that they must be not less 
than 20 years old and under 30, must 
have no children, and if unmarried at 
the time of their enlistment, must agree 
not to marry prior to completion of their 
Reserve Midshipmen training. 

They will be enlisted as apprentice sea- 
men and given an indoctrinal course of 
one month to determine whether they 
will qualify as Reserve Midshipmen. 
Those who qualify will receive additional 
training to fit them as specialists and 
then will be commissioned as Ensigns 
and ordered to active duty.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Soviet Russia, still desperately requiring the establishment of 
the projected Second Front now, is arguing that such action is essential to enable her 
to expel the German Armies that are marching toward the Caucasian oil fields, and 
no less essential for the security of Great Britain and the United States and victory 
for the United Nations. To date, she has lost the harvests of the Steppes of the Ukraine 
and the Don, basin, and faces the certainty of starvation and fuel rations for her 
huge population during the coming winter. She has lost areas inhabited by fifty mil- 
lions of her population, and the industrial production they furnished. She has lost 
five millions in dead and missing. Keeping up their present rate of progress, by 
mid-September the armies of Field Marshals von Bock and von Kleist will have 
wrested from her the oil field and refinery at Grozny, and be well on their way to 
Baku, the railroad from which to the Black Sea already has been cut. 

What will be the immediate effect of such Soviet losses upon the Russian people 
and neighboring nations? It is said the former will recall with bitterness the pledge 
of the President and Prime Minister Churchill to act so as to divert German strength 
from the Russian operations. Threatened by offensives by Japanese and Finnish 
armies, coordinated with continued German advance, it is easy to infer, 
so the reports say, that a willingness to make peace on any kind of reasonable terms 
would develop. With a conqueror’s peace in prospect, will not Turkey deem it expedient 
to throw in her fortunes with the Reich and its allies? At this moment the Ankara 
Government is reiterating devotion to its policy of neutrality, but surrounded on three 
sides by German controlled forces, promised large slices of Near East territory as a 
reward for assistance, and aware that the United Nations failed to fulfill their promise 
of aid to Russia, is it not to be expected that popular sentiment in the country would 
support official junction with the Axis Powers? Without Turkey or more effectively 
with her, German armies could sweep into Iraq and Iran and battle with the Ameri- 
can and British forces in those states, and, if successful, cowld march toward rebel- 
lious India and join hands with the Japanese marching from the east. In possession 
of the oil, mineral and food resources of this immense territory, the Axis would feel 
they had achieved victory, and would seek to arrange peace upon their own terms, 

This is the gloomy aspect of the world picture of a few weeks hence which has 
been impressed upon Washington. It would be impressive were it not that there are 
in outline other aspects which the armed might of the United States and Great Britain 
will fill in when the moment is regarded as opportune. It is apparent the Red Armies 
are not only not beaten but still have power in reserve. With superb valor they have 
fought, and by the efficient conduct of their retreats they continue a menace, which 
Hitler cannot afford to disregard, Through Maj. Gen. Follett Bradley, Army Air Corps, 
who flew a B-24 to Moscow, the President expressed to Stalin admiration for the 
Red resistance, and gave assurances, to quote the general, that “we are sending all 
we can and will send more.” There is complete understanding between Premier 
Stalin, President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill as to when and where the 
United States will move, That movement will not be a mere gesture which Hitler can 
disregard. It will be a movement in force, which will compel him to relax his pressure 
upon Russia, and give the Red troops a weakened enemy for attack. That the German 
General Staff is apprehensive that something of the kind is impending is shown by 
the recent attempt to display strength in France, by the announcements of newly built 
chains of fortifications, by the decrees of Premier Laval imposing heavy penalties 
upon Frenchmen possessing fireay « or explosives and by German warnings of 
death for natives who help the .avaders. The renewal of air attacks upon 
England doubtless is in reprisal of British and American bombing of German ports 
and cities, but also obviously they have covered observation to learn how far have 
gone the measures for the establishment of the Second Front. No one knows better 
than Hitler and his military advisers how greatly extended are the lines of the 
German, Italian-and Japanese Armies. They are aware of the danger of such exten- 
sion and the difficulty of reenforcing the army, which will defend the continental 
shores of Europe from invasion. So, while it is possible to forecast what will happen 
in case of continued German advance in Russia, it is also possible to note the weakness 
which it involves, and the opportunity it opens for an United Nations offensive. 

In the situation that exists one can gain renewed confidence from the official 
visit which Queen Wilhelmina paid to the President and the address she delivered 
to Congress in joint session this week. Although her country and its Far Eastern 
possessions are conquered, although her rule applies only to Dutch Guiana and a 
few islands of the West Indies, still with high courage she faces the situation, and 
talks resolutely of the determination of her people to regain her Empire. Mrs. Roose- 
velt properly denied reports that Her Majesty was violating speed laws and using 
huge quantities of gasoline for motoring purposes, and is critical of American food. 
Those who know the queen know she is a lady who is careful to observe the ameni- 
ties and the obligations due from an honored guest. Certainly she made a strong 
impression upon the President and Congress, which strengthened their determina- 
tion to win victory, and place her again in control of the democratic land and colonies 
she ruled. 

There is no concealment of the concern with which the United Nations are view- 
ing the situation in India. The Washington Administration is in thorough accord with 
the judgment of the British Government that independence for India, especially upon 
the Gandhi basis of immediate opening of negotiations with Japan by such a govern- 
ment, cannot be allowed. Every effort has been made to make the Indian people un- 
derstand that if they will fight for freedom, it shail be given to them. It will be recalled 
that Secretary Hull made this promise, and that it accords with the attitude ex- 
pressed by Foreign Minister Eden. But if Gandhi and his followers prove unwilling 
to deal realistically with the situation and embark upon the policy of failure to co- 
operate with the United Nations and of non-resistance to the Japanese and Germans, 
there will be no other course to pursue than compulsion, which Sir Stafford Cripps 
has indicated. 

The President expressed satisfaction at Press Conferences this week with the 
object lesson given to the world by the orderly and legal procedure followed in the 
cases of the eight Saboteurs. Those men were tried by a military commission, were 
permitted to appeal to the Supreme Court, and had the testimony and findings of 
the Commission reviewed by the President. There has been criticism uf the Admin- 
istration’s procedure, but it is so evidently opposed to dictatorial method that un- 
doubtedly foreign peoples, subjected to Gestapo methods, will have brought home 
to them the meaning of Democracy. This was the purpose of the President, and while 




















the effect may not be immediate, in the end even the Axis populations will realize the 
importance to all individuals of strict observance of the rights of man. Another 
step this week to reassure the liberty-loving countries was the cancellation of the 
Munich Pact of 1938 which the then British Prime Minister Chamberlain described 6 





as meaning peace for our time. This action contemplates the reconstitution of 
Czecho-Slovakia.

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Air Forces—Aerial gunnery students at the Army Air Forces’ Flexible 
gunnery School at Harlingen, Tex., have fired thousands of rounds of ammunition 
each day and flown almost continuously from dawn to dusk 
over Southern Texas and the Gulf of Mexico, without a fatal 
accident since the school was opened on 15 March 1942, At 
least 25,000 take-offs and landings by advanced trainer planes 
have been executed during this period. Such an achievement 
in high pressure training without loss of life through either 
mechanical or human failure is more remarkable than the 
records dating from the opening of classes there indicate, 

a since flying and gunnery instructions really began at Har- 
lingen several months prior to the opening. Safety rules have 

een followed by those under the command of Col. John R. Morgan and the equipment 
has met every safety requirement. Planes with swivel-mounted guns and their ac- 
cempanying tow ships, which pull the swinging rayon sleeve targets on cables 750 
feet long, now take off or land along the vast concrete runways at a clip of one a 
ginute, or faster, during peak training hours. The pilots are skilled and young. 
Orders from the control officer are followed exactly. The planes are kept uniformly 
inperfect condition under guidance of master mechanics, who train their own helpers. 
The student gunners are taught by expert instructors to take care of themselves aloft 
oron the ground. Everything moves swiftly on schedule, but without erratic haste. 
The training of gunners, whose jobs it will be to man the turrets of Flying Fortresses 
and other bombardment planes on dangerous missions, has been sped by this safety 
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program. The aerial gunnery student has only five weeks in which to master .30 and 
caliber machine guns and get the knack of making bullseyes while flying at high 
geed. All of the students have transferred voluntarily from other units. Except for a 
grinkling of officers, they are privates from 18 to 30, inclusive, and weigh less than 
10 pounds. On graduation they become corporals or sergeants. Gunners’ wings are 
awarded to them on assignment to a combat unit. 

Rumors that the shoulder insignia worn by Air Forces personnel—gold wings 
and a white star with a red circle in the center against a blue background—is to be 
abandoned, have been quashed. The War Department has stated that the insignia 
will not be changed. The rumors spread after the red circle was removed from the 
Army airplane identification symbol. The danger that the red circle might be confused 
with the rising, or setting sun—-symbol on Jap planes—was the reason. 


Field Artillery—Maj. Gen. Rene E. De R. Hoyle has assumed command of the 
Field Artillery Replacement Training Center at Camp Roberts, Calif., relieving Col. 
William H. Fye. He became the third commanding officer of the center in 16 days 
since the retirement of Brig. Gen. Marshall G. Randol on 10 July. Col. Paul R. M. 
Miller, commander of the 12th Tng. Ret., assumed command of the F. A. R. T. C. for 
me day. He was relieved by Colonel Fye on 12 July. General Hoyle goes to Camp 
Roberts from the Ninth Division, which he had commanded since it was reactivated. 
His last station was Fort Bragg, N. C. He graduated from West Point in 1906. When 
the first World War ended he held the rank of Colonel and had been awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal. In 1940 he became a Brigadier General and com- 
manded the Ninth Division’s Field Artillery. The following year he was raised to 
command of the division and given the rank of Major General. 

The revised edition of Carbine & Lance, the history of Ft. Sill, Okla., 
by Lt. Col. W. S. Nye, has just been released by the University of Oklahoma Press, 
Norman, Okla. Cost of the book is $3.00. 

Colonel Nye, now with the 80th Infantry Division, Camp Forrest, Tenn., was 
formerly editor of the Field Artillery Journal. His book presents the story of Fort 
Sill in its years of dramatic conflict with the Indians, from which period the history 
of the Field Artillery post is carried forward to the present. 

Brig. Gen. Marshall G. Randol has been relieved of command of the Field Artillery 
Replacement Training Center, Camp Roberts, Calif., pending his retirement. Col. 
William H. Fye, formerly assigned to the Replacement and School Command, Army 
Ground Forces, Birmingham, Ala., succeeds General Randol. 


Army Ground Forces—Retention of civilian automotive advisors inducted into the 
Amy with the units they formerly served is recommended in official instructions pub- 
lished by Ground Force headquarters. It was pointed out that while occupational 
deferment for this personnel is not sought, they would be of most value with the 
wits they formerly instructed and assisted as civilians. 

It is explained further that after three months’ enlisted service, this civilian 
Personnel will be eligible for appointment as warrant officers. 


Hostesses and Librarians—The War Department has just issued detailed regula- 
tions concerning Army hostesses and librarians, in which it is prescribed that these 
Persons must have a college education, while the latter group is required to have a 
degree in library seience from an accredited library school. Men may hold the posi- 
tion of Service Command librarian—all others are to be filled by women, the regula- 
tions state. 

The Director of the Army service club must be a woman between 30 and 45 
years of age, capable of assisting the post special service officer in planning an all- 
“round camp recreational program, conducting an information center for the soldier 
and managing the housekeeping personnel of the service club. The recreational or 
‘cial hostess, popularly known as the “Junior” hostess, must be between 25 and 40 
years old. She plans and executes the club’s recreational activities. The cafeteria 
hostess must be within the same age range but her college degree must be from a 
‘chool of home economics or from a recognized college, with further home economics 
training to her credit. It is her duty to supervise all arrangements whereby food is 
‘ld in the service club. 

The Service Command librarian formulates plans and policies for all library 
Srvices within the Command. As the camp library is usually housed in the service 
dub, the camp librarian must be a woman between 25 and 40 years of age. 

Army librarians and hostesses are required to serve ay four months’ training 
Period, with pay, at the end of which recommendation will be made for their perma- 
nent employment if they have been found proficient. Service Command librarians 
Provide their own living quarters but provision is usually made in the guest house 
for the hostesses and camp librarians. 


fi Forece— On 1 August, Maj. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, USA, celebrated his 
rst anniversary as chief of the Armored Force by working a little harder than usual

with conferences, appointments, long distance telephone calls, and advising his junior 
officers to insure youth by earnest effort every day. When he went to Ft. Knox from 
Ft. Bragg, N. ©., there were but four Armored Divisions, none of them completely 
equipped. The school was training 22,000 enlisted men, 1,440 officers annually plus 
175 second lieutenants every three months. All division headquarters were East of 
the Mississippi. Today the Armored Force has more than doubled its mechanized 
units scattered all over the country; the school is turning out more technical experts 
and junior officers; and Ft. Knox, with its 8th Armored Division, carries through the 
same program as the Replacement Center. In fact, Ft. Knox is Kentucky's third 
largest city. And the work is gaining in attendance and importance every day. 


Army Nurse Corps—With the appointment of one flight nurse—Miss Grace G. 
North—already announced, and with a minimum of 50 others yet to be appointed, it 
is significant to note that these nurses will receive the 50 per cent flight pay authorized 
for officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men who participate in frequent flights. 
Nurses are included in this provision and these nurses will get the extra pay. 


Dental Corps—Lt. Col. Roy O. Perkins, Camp Barkeley, Tex., is the ranking officer 
attending a special one-month course in facial surgery at the Army Dentel School, 
Walter Reed General Hospital, Washington, D. C. Other officers enrolled in the 
course are: Maj. Keith E. DeVoe, Camp Shelby, Miss.; Ist Lt. Leond C. McAmis, San 
Luis Obispo, Calif. ; and 1st Lt. Laurence H. Robinson, Ft. Francis E. Warren, Wyo. 


Chaplains—Chief of Chaplains William R. Arnold has instructed all chaplains at 
ports of embarkation to make certain that all chaplains passing through these ports 
with troops have been issued the Geneva Convention Brassard. This recalled that 
chaplains, by international law, like nurses and doctors are considered non-com- 
batants. 

The War Department revealed this week the appointment of the first Negroe 
Roman Catholic Chaplain. He is the Rev. John W. Bowman, 8.V.D., of Lafayette, La., 
whose first assignment will be to the Chaplain School at Harvard University. A new 
class will begin there on 10 Aug. 

In connection with this appointment, it was stated that at present there are 125 
Negro chaplains serving with American troops. 


Ordnance Department—Further evidence of the Ordnance Department's decentral- 
ization program, whereby many new oflicers are being established in the fleld, was 
noted this week in announcement of the creation of an Explosive Safety Branch with 
headquarters at Chicago, Ill. The new branch, which will formulate, supervise and 
enforce safety measures, is under Col. Francis H. Miles, jr.,OD, who recently returned 
from service as Ordnance Officer with the North African Military Mission. 

Meanwhile, a Safety Council has been created to advise the branch on safety 
matters. Members include: Dr. Thomas Parran, Surgeon General of the United 
States; Walter S. Carpenter, jr., president of E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., Inc. ; 
Mr. William B. Bell, president of American Cyanamid and Chemical Corp; Frederick 
1). Williamson, president of the New York Central Railroad, and a retired lieutenant 
colonel in the Army Reserve Corps; Alva Small, director of the Underwriters’ Labora- 
tory, Chicago; Hon. Lewis J. Valentine, police commissioner of New York City ; Harry 
G. Campbell, assistant chief inspector, Bureau of Explosives, American Association 
of Railroads; and Dr. R. R. Sayers, director of the Bureau of Mines, Department 
of Interior. 

Mark H. Stratton, Industrial Consultant to the Ordnance Department and Horton 
H. Hampton, Vice-President of the Nickel Plate Railroad, are acting as Assistant 
Directors of Safety under Colonel Miles. Raymond F. Smythe of Chicago, also an 
Assistant Director of Safety, is in charge of the Public and Employee Relations 
Section. 

The administrative work of the Explosive Safety Branch will be divided into 
the following sections: 

The Technical Section, under Colonel Crosby Field, Ord., former vice-president 
of the Brillo Manufacturing Company and president of the Flake Ice Company of 
New York, will have charge of explosives safety, protection, and industrial hygiene. 

The Planning and Reports Section, under Col. Dale ©, Hall, OD, will make plans 
for procedure to be followed in the event of disaster at explosive plants, and will 
make the necessary investigations and formulate reports in the event of disaster, for 
action by the Technical Section. Since the necessary protective measures frequently 
vary, each plant will have its own disaster plan, prepared under the supervision of 
this section. 

Col. W. E. Larned, commanding officer, announced this week that the Picatinny 
Arsenal had ended its expansion program and that “a considerable reduction” in per- 
sonnel was expected. He said while it was necessary for the Picatinny Arsenal to con- 
centrate on production at the outset of the war, completion of new facilities now 
permits return to “experimental development work with a normal amount of manu- 
facturing to iron out kinks for new plants and to keep a trained body of employes 
on hand.” 


Tank Destroyer Command—The Tank Destroyer School, with Col. Hugh T. May- 
berry as Commandant, has completed two Officers Orientation Courses and has now 
opened the Army’s newest Officers Candidate School, with weekly increments of 150 
candidates. The initial task is drawn from Tank Destroyer Battalions in training at 
Camp Hood; representing 27 stutes. 

Pending the completion of the cantonment at Camp Hood, the Candidates are 
quartered in a Gatesville School Gymnasium, mess in the school cafeteria, and carry 
out classroom work in the town’s public auditorium, Field work is accomplished in 
the tactical and impact area of the reservation, with the assistance of demonstrations 
by two battalions of school troops. Colonel Mayberry’s insistence upon planned and 
rehearsed instruction has enabled the school faculty to impose the additional load 
of that ocurse of instruction upon the regular school courses carried out by the 
Automotive, Pioneer, Tactical, and Communications Departments. 

The Unit Training Center of the Tank Destroyer Command, under command 
of Col. Richard G. Tindall, has developed a “Tank Hunting’ Course of physical and 
mental toughening. All officers and men of Tank Destroyer Battalions in training at 
Camp Hood are required to take this conditioning course, Colonel Tindall thus pro- 
poses to supplement the training of battalions as tactical units with emphatic em- 
phasis on the development of aggressiveness on the part of individuals 

Command of the Unit Training is subordinated under Group Commanders each 
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charged with responsibility for three or more Tank Destroyer Battalions. Inspector- 
instructors assigned to each company perform the dual functions their name implies. 


Finance Department—The War Department has just released to the press AR 
35-780, concerning proceeds of sales and collections which must be deposited to the 
credit of the Treasurer of the United States. The new regulations supersede those of 
7 March, 1940, including paragraph 2b, section I, Cire. No. 62, 1940, section III, Cire. 
No; 130, 1941, and section VI, Cire. No. 8, 1942. 


Corps of Engineers—A 50 per cent reduction in the accident frequency rate on 
Army construction in the Southwest is announced for the first six months of 1942. 
Col. Stanley L. Scott, Southwestern Division Engineer, points out this record has 
been established despite the fact that the volume of construction and the need for 
speed has greatly increased the potential risk of lost-time accidents. The accident 
frequency rate was 12.55 lost-time accidents per million man hours worked. Mr. 
Conrad A. Flinn is Southwestern Division Safety Engineer. 

The Detroit, Mich., sub-office of the Office, Chief of Engineers, has been abolished 


effective 1 Aug., 1942.

at 5 a. m. and keeps the student busy at 
various training activities until 6 p. m. 
This includes four hours daily on the fly- 
ing field, with every student getting an 
hour in the air, an hour of ground school, 
an hour of drilling, and an hour of phys- 
ical training. 

Pre-glider flight training is in primary 
machines. After a few refresher flights 
with the power on, the student is instruct- 
ed in gliding with the power shut off and 
in making “dead stick” landings to simu- 
late actual glider landings. 

He is taught to come in so that his craft 
will roll to a stop at a spot marked with 





white canvas on the field. This prepares 
him for landings in strange fields of lim- 
ited areas. At the beginning of this phase 
of his training, his power is shut off at 
500 feet from the canvas mark, but this is 
gradually increased until it is shut off at 
5,000 feet and he is expected to bring it 
to the same mark. In other words, he 
“lands on a dime.” Mastery of the power- 
less ship is later taught by requiring the 
student to glide in the various patterns, 
which include 90 degrees, 180 degrees, and 
“S” approaches. 

There also is practice in night land- 
ings, when the “spot” is represented by 
the cross-bar of a huge “T”’ formed by 
flares from smudge pots. 

Every flight the student takes is care- 
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fully supervised by the civilian instruc- 
tors and AAF flying officers. He is rated 
on gliding technique, judgment in land- 
ing, as well as handling the ship in turns, 
stalls, spins and slips. 

The most important classroom subject 
taught is meterology, which gives a prac- 
tical background in studying the weather 
as applied to glider flying. Other courses 
are in navigation, maintenance and inspec- 
tion, aircraft identifications, flight instru- 
ments, and many features of chemical 
warfare defense. 

After successfully completing his first 
school, the student then goes to one of the 
advanced “universities”—such as that at 
29 Palms in the Mojave desert of Cali- 
fornia, where his curriculum takes in two 
weeks of advanced flight training: one in 
two-place trainers and one in troop-carry- 
ing transport gliders. The ground school 
subjects taught here are more pointedly 
directed to gliders and gliding. 

In these flight training drills, the stu- 
dent is shown intricacies of stalls, dives, 
spirals, turns, and recovery. He is taught 
the technique of the take-off and follow- 
ing the tow ‘plane. Then he practices 
“short” landings, which involves stop- 
ping in an area of 300 sq. ft. From this 
he goes into solo diving, night flying, “fly- 
ing under the hood” or blind flying by in- 
struments, co-ordination maneuvers in- 
volving the “S” turns, spirals, wing overs, 
lazy sights, spins, and recoveries. These 
latter are all dangerous attitudes in glid- 
ing, and they are stimulated to give prac- 
tice in recoveries. A short period of 
thermal and ridge soaring acquaint the 
student with utilization of updrafts and 
upcurrents. 

The second week of advanced training 
is devoted to the take-off, glide, and land- 
ing in a big transport glider that will be 
used in carrying troops. 

While he is studying these subjects, he 
is given a ground course in aerodynamics, 
structure of gliders, towing methods, wire 
and rope splicing, emergency repairs, and 
flight instruments pertaining to gliders. 

Although he has received his wings as 
a glider pilot after finishing his advanced 
course, it is at the final Tactical Center 
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that he receives his baptism as a “Cop. 
mando of the Air.” And here he comes ty 
know fully the truth back of the state 
ment recently made by Brig. Gen. James 
H. Doolittle, AF, AUS, as nervy a pilot ag 
ever handled a plane, when he gaijq. 
“Don’t forget the boys without the motor 
—the glider pilots, They will be the spear. 
head of future air-borne attacks.”

This raid by the Japanese followed that of 
30 July, in which twenty-seven improved new 
type Zero fighters attempted to clear the way 
for thirty-four bombers, American fighters 
attacked the Japanese and destroyed four 
planes and reported three probables, com 
pletely dispersing the formation of improved 
Zeros. We lost one plane, but no pilots. 

The Japanese bombers which had been fol 
lowing the fighters toward town turned back 
thirty miles from Hengyang when they en 
countered the retreating Japanese fighters. 

Before daylight the same day a flight of 
nine Japanese bombers attempted to raid 
Hengyang. In their first night operation 
against the enemy, American fighters downed 
four of the nine bombers. 

Thus within a two-day period our fighters 
necounted for a total of seventeen Japanese 
bombers and fighters, with four more prob 
ables, and no losses among American pilots. 

The excellent warning service maintained 
by the Chinese air and signal units and the 
invaluable assistance rendered by the Chinese 
at all fields contribute largely to the success 
of our fighters, 

The night operation was particularly note 
worthy in view of the fact that this was the 
first time any Japanese planes had been shot 
down over China at night. 


3 Aug. 

Further details can now be released con 
cerning the thirty-six-hour air battle over 
Hengyang, which started before daylight 30 
July, and in which American fighters 
counted for seventeen Japanese bombers and 
improved Zero fighters. 

A total of 119 Japanese planes attempted to 
hreak up the Hengvang air defenses, The 
Japanese tactics indicated their fighters had 
considerable experience and ability. It is be 
lieved the enemy assembled a special force of 
improved fighter planes and highly trained 
fighter pilots for the mission of wiping out 
this American outpost,

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Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps 


Secretly, the leading figures in the 
Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps are 
plenty angry. They say the sort of pub- 
licity given the WAACs has not meas- 
ured up to what it should have been. They 
believe their organization is serious- 
minded; that their instructors and offi 
cers also are the best-tempered they could 
secure; that they, therefore, deserve a 
more reserved press. 

It is not that they have not secured 
a serious press, generally, but that there 
have been far too many stories printed 
about girdles, and other frumperies which 
these women—and the War Department, 
too—think might not be stressed at this 
time when they have entered into one 
of the most serious duties of their lives. 

For this reason, all those in charge 
of the WAAC movement have said that 
when the movies reproduce their film— 
in which Anita Loos is said to be one 
of the principal actresses—it will be a 
serious film, It will detail the hard work, 
the rigorous duties being imposed upon 
all candidates, either for officer rank or 
for auxiliary service. 

Ali reperts from Ft. Des Moines, Ia., 
say the candidates are doing an excellent 
job at learning the hundreds of details 
about Army life, and that the Corps ex- 
pects an almost unbroken line of grad- 
uates with scarcely any failing to meas- 
ure up to requirements. This point is 
attributed to the care with which they 
were chosen plus the excellent teaching 
they receive. 

Already a movement has been made 
in Congress to bring the pay of the 
WAACs up to about what the enlisted 
personnel of the Army is given. Repre- 
sentative Magnuson (Dem., Wash.) has 
introduced a bill which would give them 
a base pay of $50 a month. He believes 
they are underpaid at $21 a month and 
that the entire Corps should be put on 
a higher salary plane. 

Women already are reporting at Ft. 
Des Moines for the first auxiliary classes. 
These will be given separate work from 
that accorded the officer candidates, but 
it will be along lines of practical duties, 
such as stenographers, telephone oper- 
ators, and many similar occupations. 

An Army chaplain, who has tavght and 
lived and preached practical religion to 
“just plain soldiers” for a quarter of a 
century, together with a Catholic post 
chaplain, are in charge of the WAACs’ 
religious life. They are Rev. John Mac- 
Williams and Rev, Father Urban J. Baer. 
Colonel MacWilliams will hold regular 
Sunday morning church and mid-week 
devotions for persons of all denomina- 
tions, while Father Baer will hold three 
masses every Sunday and one daily, in 
addition to evening services twice a week. 

One of the master-hands at Army 
traveling who has joined the WAACs is 
Miss Florence B. Boush, daughter of 
Capt. Samuel Boush, USA-Ret., and Mrs. 
Boush of Springfield, Mass. Her father 
was a captain in the Signal Corps in 
World War I. Miss Boush once lived on 
Corregidor and has made her home in 
Alabama, Maryland, Oregon, New. York, 
West Virginia, and was secretary to an 
industrialist at Springfield. Her sister is 
married to an Army major. 





Use Regular Mail to Hawaii 


The War Department this week asked 
persons writing to military personnel in 
Hawaii and the Southwest Pacific Area 
to use regular mail rather than air mail, 
except in emergencies. Officers explain 
that the present air mail to the Islands 
is so heavy that only a fraction of it can 
be carried by plane, consequently much 
of the mail is held at San Francisco until 
it can be sent by ship. Lt. Gen. Delos C, 
Pmmons, Commanding General of the 
Hawaiian Department, has asked both 
civilian and military to use regular mail 
rather than air mail.

Soviet Winter Maintenance 


A translation of an interesting artigs 
outlining methods of Soviet winter maip. 
tenance of motor transportation, as it Wag 
practiced in one tactical operation, 
reached this country recently. 

The article was written by T. Varshay. 
ski, Military Engineer of the Thirg 
Rank. In it he said: 

“In order to mass troops for certajp 
large scale winter operations it has beep 
necessary to transport large troop units 
(such as a corps or division) by motor 
for distances of 250 miles or more. What. 
ever the tactical considerations, mainte. 
nance of motor transport must be pre. 
pared for in advance and continued untij 
the mission has been accomplished, 


“All repair and service units must be 
coordinated under a central head. He hag 
one assistant who is in charge of the eq. 
lecting point for tow cars, repair trucks, 
gas trucks, etc. The tow cars are usej 
to pull out vehicles which are stuck; i¢, 
to pull them off the road or to a field re. 
pair shop. In case a vehicle is beyond 
repair it is towed to the collecting point 
and delivered to its unit after the com. 
pletion of the tactical operation. The re 
pair trucks perform minor repairs and 
distribute spare parts, materials, oils 
anti-freeze and batteries along the route. 
The gas trucks refuel empty vehicles and 
maintain the temporary filling stations 
Tractors are used for towing on forest 
roads or in drifts, and also for dragging 
snowplows. 


“The other assistant supervised the 
field repair shops. These shops are port- 
able and are usually placed about twenty 
miles apart, near villages if practicable 
Each is well marked by signs and js 
equipped with enough tools and machin 
ery for minor overhauls. In addition, 
each field repair shop is equipped with 
stove and Delcotype electric system. The 
former permits work 24 hours a day with 
heat and boiling water for the water 
trucks. The latter gives electric light and 
power at all times. Responsibility for ser- 
vicing and repairs, for seeing that the 
road is clear of disabled vehicles, and for 
taking care of stragglers, rests on the 
shoulders of the manager of the field re 
pair shop in each district.” 

The article points out some of the diff. 
cult motor transport conditions whic 
have to be overcome under such severe 
weather conditions as existed on the So 
viets’ Western Front in the winter of 
1941--42. These roads are generally of one 
lane width with frequent “drive-offs” for 
passing and repairing trucks. Sometimes 
the two trucks are covered by boards—- 
an expensive task in lumber, labor and 
maintenance. With temperatures as low 
as 40 to 50 degrees below zero (Fahret- 
heit), it is necessary to adopt many meas 
ures to prevent freezing, as anti-freez 
was reported to be of relatively small 
value, engines are kept running as much 
as possible. When it is necessary to stop 
for a long period of time the water is 
drained from the radiator. When the 
engine is started again it is necessary t 
first flush the radiator with hot water 
and then fill it with hot water. Thus 
much gasoline and hot water must be pre 
vided. Thin winter oil is used. 

The Soviets are very ingenious at mak 
ing repairs with the minimum of equip 
ment indoors or out. They are physically 
able to work for hours in extreme cold. 

In tactical operations, due to the snow 
and narrow roads, the motor often travels 
to the point of detrucking by the shortest 
available route and returns to pick 
more troops by a longer route.

OBITUARIES 


Brig. Gen. William Keith Naylor, USA- 
Ret., aged 68, died at his summer home 
near Farmington, Pa., 2 Aug. 1942. 

General Naylor, who served as assistant 
chief of staff from 1922 to 1924, was in- 
ternationally known as an authority on 
military strategy. He was the author of 
“The Principles of Strategy,” said to have 
been adopted as an official textbook of 
the Japanese Imperial Army. His active 
military career began in 1898 with the 
outbreak of the Spanish-American War, 
and continued through the Philippine In- 
surrection, the Chinese Boxer uprising 
and the World War. He retired in 1988 
as commandant of Ft. Benjamin Har- 
rison, Ind. 

A native of Bloomington, Ii., he was 
a graduate of the Michigan Military 
Academy, and received his Bachelor of 
Laws degree from the Law School of the 
University of Minnesota in 1898, Com- 
missioned a second lieutenant soon after 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American 
War, he was one of the earliest arrivals 
to take part in the fighting around Ma- 
nila in 1898 and 1899. In 1900 he was a 
first lieutenant with the 9th Infantry and 
was with the American forces rushed to 
the relief of Americans hemmed in at 
Tientsin and Peking by the Chinese Box- 
ers, for which he was recommended for 
brevet as captain for conspicuous hero- 
ism. 

In 1901 he graduated from the Army 
War College and in 1904 from the Infan- 
try and Cavalry School and then entered 
the General Staff College. For five years 
he was instructor in strategy and mili- 
tary history at Army service schools, 
When the United States entered the 
World War, he was a captain, but rose 
to a brigadier general in France. As chief 
of staff of the 33d Division in the Meuse- 
Argonne offensive, he won the Disting- 
uished Service Medal. - 

General Naylor was named director 
of the Staff College at Ft. Leavenworth 
in 1920 and later served in the same ca- 
pacity in the War Plans Division of the 
Army War College. In 1922 he became 
Assistant Chief of Staff, Director of Mili- 
tary Intelligence, on the War Depart- 
ment General Staff. 

Surviving are his wife, Mrs. Margaret 
Wagner Naylor, a daughter, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Adams, and two sons, William K. 
and Alexander Naylor. 

Interment was at Arlington

later reimbursed by the War Department 
from a Foreign Service disbursing officer for 
the purpose of making certain payments to 
Army personnel in a foreign country, the 
transferring disbursing officer is entitled to 
credit in his accounts as for a disbursement 
for the amount transferred, and the receiving 
disbursing officer must take up and account 
for the amount transferred as if funds had 
been advanced to him from the Treasury, or, 
if an agent disbursing or paying officer, as if 
funds had been advanced to him by his prin- 
cipal. 





Naval Aviation Cadets 

Following a favorable report from the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee, the 
Senate this week passed the Naval Avi- 
ation Cadet bill, H. R. 7364, and sent it 
to the President who signed it 4 Aug. 

In its report, the Senate committee ex- 
plained the measure as follows: 

The purpose of this bill is to consolidate 
all provisions of law relating to naval avia 
tion cadets now contained in several laws 
into one act, and to make certain needed 
changes in the present laws relating to naval 
aviation cadets. It will facilitate the admin 
istration of the aviation-cadet program occa 
sioned by the expansion by which student 
aviators will be trained at the rate of 30,000 
per year. 

The original Naval Aviation Cadet Act was 
enacted in 1935. Numerous direct amend 
ments to the act and other amendments to 
other acts but affecting the Aviation Cadet 
Act have been enacted subsequently. The ex 
panded cadet program required a different 
administration than obtained under the orig 
inal act so a complete reenactment was 
deemed advisable. 

The bill, which provides for the enlistment 
instead of appointment of aviation cadets, is 
necessary to permit decentralization of the 
administrative organization, now centralized 
in the Navy Department under existing law 
At the present time the Secretary of the Navy 


must approve appointments of aviation 
cadets, releases from active duty, and dis 
charges.

Vetoing the bill for the production of 
rubber from grain alcohol by an indepen- 
dent agency, the President reiterated ad- 
herence to the policy of centralized power 
to determine the priorities of materials 
not only between military and civilian 
needs, but also among competing military 
needs. He insisted that one of the re- 
sponsibilities and functions of the chair- 
man of the War Production Board is to 
determine, in the light of the many de- 
mands and inadequate supplies, which re- 
quirements must be filled first. 


This definition of the power of Board 
Chairman Nelson is of particular interest 
to the Services as well as to the country. 
It would seem to settle the dispute which 
has existed between that official] and the 
Army and Navy Munitions Board, and 
indicate that the former has final au- 
thority over the programs submitted by 
the latter. That Mr, Nelson appreciates, 
however, his ignorance of military needs, 
is shown by his attitude with respect to 
the construction of cargo-carrying planes, 
He has said if we are to increase the 
construction of this type we must cut 
down that of military types, and this is 
n matter for determination by the Com- 
hined Chiefs of Staff Committee. It fol- 
lows that the proposal to build cargo- 
carrying submarines made by the in- 
ventor Simon Lake, also would have to 
be considered by the same committee 
since such construction would require re- 
duction in the number of vessels for the 
Navy and Merchant Marine. The Presi- 
dent made it clear in his message that 
there is a shortage of critical materials 
and that there cannot be diverted from 
essential needs any we have on hand or 
will get. 

The President realizes that his veto 
will be assailed by the Farm Bloc, but 
he drew the teeth from their attack by 
pointing out that 100 million bushels of 
grain will be used for rubber production 
under present plans. This is a large in- 
crease over the program heretofore 
udopted, He claimed the processes for 
making synthetic rubber ure now in a 
state of flux. In order to get the facts 
and to learn the best solution of the prob- 
lem, he has created a committee, which 
is to report to him as quickly as possible. 
This Committee is made up of Bernard 
M. Baruch, who has been advising Major 
General Campbell, Chief of Ordnance, Dr. 
James B. Conant, President of Harvard 
University, and Dr. Karl T. Compton, 
resident of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. The President expects the 
report of this committee to form a basis 
for future action not only with respect 
to rubber, but also such matters as Na- 
tion-wide gas rationing and motor trans- 
portation. By the inquiry, the President 
has postponed any action upon the pro- 
posal of the Mayors of 50 East Coast 
cities to appoint a Fuel Czar to relieve 
the oil and gas shortage in their communi- 
ties, 

With business profits running a third 
below last year, the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee has deemed it wise to announce 
that it does not intend to make any sub- 
stantial increases in the income and cor- 
poration rates fixed in the tax bill passed 
by the House, Thus it rejected the pro- 
posal of Secretary Morgenthau to obtain 
an additional billion dollars from these 
sources. As increased taxation is a fea- 
ture of the anti-inflation program, the 
Committee will not make a final decision 
regarding provisions of the measure un- 
der consideration, until the President, act- 
ing under existing powers, prescribes the 
Government policy in the matter of wages 
and prices. Announcement of this policy 
will be made during the current month.

Christmas, in charge of the vital Tank 
and Combat Division of the Office Chief

In announcing the new Center, Maj, 
zen, Levin H, Campbell, jr.. Chief of 
Ordnance, said “this is another step in 
the program to decentralize activities of 
the Ordnance Department to improve the 
effitiency of war production, Since De- 
troit is the motor center of the world, it 
is only logical that placing the Ordnance 
Combat-Automotive Center there will 
speed the design, procurement, supply, 
and maintenance of combat and service 
vehicles of the Army.”

The Senate this week passed and sent 
to the President, H. R. 7419, authorizing 
an appropriation of $974,684,000 for the 
establishment or development of naval 
shore activities, 
In reporting the measure, the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee stated: 
The various items for which authorization 
is provided by this bill and the approximate 


amounts that will be expended for each 
project are as follows:

Under aviation facilities ($399,490,000) pro- 
vision is made for the support of the avia- 
tion forces under three headings as follows: 

1, Facilities for operating stations. 

2. Expansion of training facilities. 

3. Lighter-than-air stations, 


Under facilities for operating stations there 
is included the expansion of existing operat- 
ing stations, as well as two new stations in 
the northwestern part of the United States, a 
new station on the Gulf coast, a new air sta- 
tion in the Central Kastern States, a new sta- 
tion in the Southwest, two new stations in the 
Caribbean, a new station in the southern Pa- 
cific coastal area, new stations in Alaska, and 
Hawali, and a new station in the Middle East- 
ern States, 

The expansion of aviation training facilities 
will provide for two new primary training 
bases in the Midwest area, the expansion of 
existing stations and primary training bases, 
and a new glider base at a site yet to be 
selected. 

Under lighter-than-air stations, provision 
is made for the expansion of all existing sta- 
tions, for the establishment of four new con- 
tinental stations and five new stations outside 
the continental limits of the United States, 








State Guard Organization 


The Senate Military Committee, in re- 
porting favorably this week on the State 
Guard bill, 8. 2670, stated that the meas- 
ure is designed to enable the War De- 
partment “to plan and organize the 
Guards into appropriate units and to 
clothe and equip them,” 

The Committee report explained the 
bill as follows: 

The first change in the existing law pro- 
posed by this bill is to clarify the language 
“discipline in training.” These words appear 
ambiguous and vague to the War Depart- 
ment, and as the Department desires to prop- 
erly organize, train, and equip such State 
guards, it is believed necessary to amend the 
law to read “the organization, standards of 
training, instruction, and discipline.” 

The second change in the law provides for 
the issue of “such arms, ammunition, cloth- 
ing, and equipment” as deemed necessary by 
the Secretary of War. At present the Depart- 
ment may issue to these units surplus arms 
and equipment, and it is difficult to deter- 
mine from day to day what is surplus. This 
creates a very uncertain situation. 

Under the two proposed changes the War 
Department will be able to plan and organize 
the Guards into appropriate units and to 
clothe and equip them. 

The strength of the State Guards at the 
present time is approximately 150,000, and it 
is not proposed to give Federal aid to more 
than that number. If these Guards exceed 
170,000 the clothing and equipping of the ex- 
cess becomes a State or Territory problem, 
and the excess will be classified as reserve 
State units, 

The expense to the Federal Government to 
clothe and equip these units on the basis of 
150.000 will be approximately $15,000,000, 

The third change in the existing law pro 
posed in this bill is to limit the training, 
cloth'ng, and equipping of there Guards to 
the duration of the present war and for 6 
months thereafter, or at such earlier time as 
the Congress by concurrent resolution, or the 
President by proclamation, may designate 





Assigned to Admiral Leahy’s 
Office 


Capt. Lanier D. Buford, Cav-Res., has 
been ordered to duty in the office of Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, USN-Ret., chief 
of staff to the commander-in-chief. 

Thus, there are now two officers as- 
signed to assist Admiral Leahy, the other 
being Comdr. William L. Freseman, USN. 

Captain Buford has been on active 
duty for two vears. and was last assigned 
to the Operations Divis'on, War Depart- 
ment General Staff. He has also been on 
duty with the Third Cavalry, Ft. Ogle- 
thorpe, Ga., and is a graduate of the ad- 
vanced communications course, Ft. Riley, 
Kans. 

Admiral Leahy and his aides continue 
to oecuny offices in the Combined Chiefs 
of Staff building, but it is exnected that 
he will move to new offices heing built in 
the esst wing of the White House. 

Evidence of the ranking position held 
by Admiral Leahy is given in the official 
ruest list for the Queen W'lhelmina din- 
ner, which as issued by the White House 
listed Admiral Leahy ahead of all other 
United States military and naval ofli¢ers, 
the order of nrecedence heing given sas: 

“Admiral William D. Leahv. chief of 
staff to the Commander in Chief. 

“General George C. Marshall, chief of 
staff. ' 

“Admiral Ernest J. King, commander 
in chief of the United States Navy.” 


Lend U. S. Officers Abroad 

Secretary of War Stimson this week 
asked Congress to amend existing law so 
as to permit the President to detail offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the United States 
Army, Navy, and Marine Corps to assist 
the government “of such other countries 
as the Pres'dent deems it in the interest 
of national defense to assist.” 

Under existing law, the President is 
authorized to lend military and naval 
personnel to Latin American countries 
ond to the Philippines. 

Secretary Stimson, in a letter to the 
Senate, and a similar letter to the House, 
stated that one fore'gn government al- 
ready has asked the State Department 
to arranve to hove an officer of the United 
States Army reorganize a portion of its 
forces and to have another in a highly 
important military post. 

The War Department believes in en- 
couraging such loans of personnel, and, 
because the element of time is so impor- 
tant, it seeks blanket authority. 








Transportation Corps Created 


Creation of a Transportation Corps, 
Services of Supply, under command of 
Brig. Gen. Charles P. Gross, and paral- 
leling in organizational importance the 
Corps of Engineers and Quartermaster 
Corps, was revealed by the War Depart- 
ment this week. 

The Corps, which will have distinctive 
insign’a, will absorb the functions of the 
Transportation Service, whose chief was 
General Gross, and will undertake new 
and broader activities embracing all rail, 
water and highway shipments. As Chief 
ef Transportation, General Gross and his 
deputy chief, Brig. Gen. T. H. Dillon, 
formerly deputy chief of the Transporta- 
tion Service, are responsible also for oper- 
ations of ports of embarkation, port agen- 
cies, transportation agencies, holding and 
reconsignment points, and regulating sta- 
tions. 

Under the new set-up as announced by 
the War Department, the Transportation 
Corps will operate its own replacement 
and unit training center for enlisted men, 
and will obtain additional offiver person- 
nel from civilians newly commissioned in 
the Army ond from the Officer Candidate 
Training Schools of the Services of Sup- 
ply. 

Railhead Companies, Port Headquar- 
ters, and Port Battalions, all under the 
previous jurisdiction of the Quartermas- 
ter Corps, become part of the new Trans- 
portation Corps. All Transportation units 
will be activated by the Services of Sup- 
ply, according to the new program. 

Other functions of the Corps provide 
for assignment of Transportation Officers 
to duty at Service Commands, posts, 
camps and stations, to staffs of tactical 
units and as transportation officers for 
the other services. 

Officers and warrant officers now serv- 
ing with the Transportation Service are 
assigned to duty with the Transportation 
Corps without losing their arm or service 
affiliations. Enlisted men assigned to units 
and installations of the Transportation 
Service, however, are transferred to the 
new Corps, the War Department said. 

For the present, all officers and war 
rant officers detailed or assigned to duties 
as “Transportation Officers” will contin- 
ue under the commander who appointed 
them until the Chief of Transportation 
urranges for their detail in or assignment 
to duty with the Transportation Corps, 
or designates an officer of the Corps to 
relieve them. 





U. S. Has Airborne Divisions 


Formation of two completely airborne 
divisions by the United States Army was 
announced 6 August by Under Secretary 
of War Robert P. Patterson. These sol- 
diers are organized along the lines of the 
present infantry divisions with similar 
fire power and offensive missions. 

They will be the 82nd Division under 
Brig. Gen. Maithew B. Ridgway and the 
101st under Brig. Gen. William C. Lee. 
The 82nd is now based at Camp Clai- 
borne, La., and the 101st will go there 
from the Carolina maneuvers when com- 
pleted. 

Flight training of limited character is 
heing conducted now with facilities fur- 
nished by the Army Air Forces, and the 
men will be distributed at several Army 
camps where special facilities have been 
established. Camp Claiborne will be their 
hase during training, which is supervised 
by the Airborne Command of the Army 
Ground Forees commanded by Lt. Gen. 
Lesley J. McNair, USA. 

The force will be increased rapidly as 
time goes on. 





Seeks Pharmacy Corps 


Senator Reynolds, chairman of the 
Senate Military Committee, this week in- 
troduced 8. 2690, the bill sponsored by 
various associations of pharmacists 
which would substitute a “Pharmacy 
Corps” for the Medical Administrative 
Corps in the Army. 

The measure would increase the num- 
ber of pharmacists and set up a system 
of promotion to the grade of colonel 
based on length of service. The bill was 
first introduced in the House by Repre 
sentative Durham of North Carolina, 
himself a pharmacist.
